W ithou t any notice or warn­ 
ing to u s whatev er ou r cu rrent was 
cu t off y esterday afternoon abou t 
2 
o’clock , ju st when ou r trav el was the 
heav iest ov er to the Sp rings, leav ing 
ou r 
cars tied u p 
at 
v ariou s p laces 
! along the line, filled 
with 
p eop le; 
these peop le, with hu ndreds of others 
walk ed all the way ou t to the 
p ark 
throu gh the sweltering heat and from 
one to two 
thou sand p eop le 
were 
comp elled to stay at home or go else­ 
where for their 
afternoon’s 
am u se­ 
ment. 
We u sed all the p ersu asiv e p owers 
p ossessed by u s to indu ce 
the man­ 
agement of the East Liv erp ool line to 
tu rn on the p ower, bu t to no p u rp ose. 
The ou ly thing left for u s to do was 
to tak e p ossession of the switchboard 
by force and tu rn on the cu rrent 
to 
ou r line, which we did, after the cars 
had been stop p ed for an hou r and a 
half; and we were then comp elled to 
k eep three men on gu ard to hold the 
same, and ev en then we had to re­ 
p u lse by force the 
East 
Liv erp ool 
Railway comp any ’s men 
from inter­ 
fering with the switchboard on three 
different 
occasions du ring the after­ 
noon. 
Toward ev ening we withdrew 
ou r men, with the u nderstanding that 
we were to withdraw ou r own cars 
from off the 
line, allowing them to 
ru n their 
own two cars alone, 
or 
they wou ld withdraw them. 
To this 
demand we were comp elled to su b­ 
mit, as we were comp letely at 
their 
mercy . 
We hop e to hav e ou r own p ower

In justice to the public, as well as 
ourselves it is but proper that a state­ 
ment should be 
made by the man­ 
agement of the East Liverpool and 
Rock Springs Street Railway company 
regarding the way cars were run over 
our line yesterday. 
As many of the public know, 
the 
East Liverpool Railway company are 
under contract 
to furnish us 
with 
power and two 
cars, we ourselves 
owning two cars, making four cars for 
the line. Without any notice Or warn­ 
ing to us whatever our current was 
cut off yesterday afternoon about 
2 
o’clock, just when our travel was the 
heaviest over to the Springs, leaving 
our cars tied up at various places 
along the line, filled 
with 
people; 
these people, with hundreds of others 
walked all the way out to the park 
through the sweltering heat, and from 
one to two 
thousand people 
were 
compelled to stay at home or go else­ 
where for their afternoon’s 
amuse­ 
ment. 
We used all the persuasive powers 
possessed by us to induce the man­ 
agement of the East Liverpool line to 
turn on the power, but to no purpose. 
The ouly thing left for us to do was 
to take possession of the switchboard 
by force and turn on the current to 
our line, which we did, after the cars 
had been stopped for an hour and a 
half; and we were then compelled to 
keep three men on guard to hold the 
same, and even then we had to re­ 
pulse by force the 
East 
Liverpool 
Railway company’s men from inter­ 
fering with the switchboard on three 
different occasions during the after­ 
noon. 
Toward evening we withdrew 
our men, with the understanding that 
we were to withdraw our own cars 
from off the 
line, allowing them to 
run their own two cars alone, 
or 
they would withdraw them. To this 
demand we were compelled to sub­ 
mit, as we were completely at their 
mercy. 
We hope to have our own power 
and our own cars running in 
the 
course of a day or two, and we will 
then not be under the painful necessity 
of asking any courtesies from a com­ 
pany blinded with jealousy against a 
little line a mile and a half long.

With a tribute to the Nebraskan. 
At 
different times during the sesions there were 
demonstrations that showed Hill's apparent 
popularity . 
Ch airm an Jones was receiv ed w ith applause 
*v rh an h e called the conv ention to ordsr. 
L a te r Secretary Walsh read th e call for th a 
om iv ention. 
.(Rev . 8 . W. Neel pray ed. 
'¿ Eke Rev . Dr. S. M. Neel, pastor of the 
CtemsEsl 
Presby terian 
church, 
Kansas 
Gity , offered pray er as follows:

Th e delegates and spectators h ad listened 
with attention but no v ery great enth usiasm 
to th e address, but h eartily applauded th e 
closing sentence. Senator Hill entered just at 
th is m om ent and th e applause turned to h im. 
“HiU, of New York,” “ HiU.” “H ill,” th ey 
sh outed. Bui it was noticed th at th e New 
York delegation did not respond to th e enth u- 
s asm. H u c rue In with Elliot D nforth , of 
New York, and stopped at th e row. 
Delegate 
Joh n McMah on, of Rome, arose and gav e h is 
seat 
to 
th e 
ex -senator. Hill 
smiled and 
th anked h im. M eanwh ile th e crowd continued 
to y ell for Hill. “L et’s h ear HiU” w ith a few 
h is« « « interspersed until th e ch airm an finally 
rapped th em to order. A few m inutes later 
they renewed th e call, but th e audience was 
im patient to get on w ith th e proceedings and 
showed th eir disapprov al w ith h isses. 
W h en finally th e ch airm an was able to make 
h is v oice h eard h e introduced Gov ernor Th oin- 
aa, of Colorado, th e tem porary ch airm an. 
A round of applause greeted Gov ernor Thom­ 
as as h e ascended th e platform . 
He looked 
th e ideal presid ig officer, tall, 


Hg nlfled, black g arbed, his face showing ln- 
¡eliectuality and force of character. Ha held 
n his hand the ty pewritten manuscript of his 
ipeech, and in full round v oice, easily reach 
ng to th e rem otest com ers of th e building, h e 
Jegan h is address as tem porary ch airm an. 
His sev ere arraignm ent of th e “entrench ed 
snemv ” drew a ripple of ap p laud, and as h e 
croee« >dod h is well rounded sentence« w ere 
punctuated w ith generous and h earty m ani­ 
festations of approv al. 
Despite h is strong 
v oice, th e confusion in th e h all became so 
great th at m uch of ttie speech was lost to th e 
delegates and spectators. An incessant h um 
rounded th rough th e building, mingled w ith 
th e rustle of fans, th e sh uffle of countless feet 
of m essengers and officials and th e occasional 
fell of some dem onstrativ e spectator. Th e 
ludienee grew fretful under th e disorder and 
tlie inability to h e a r, and th ere were sh outs of 
“louder” m ingled w ith dem ands for order. 
G ov ernor Th omas proceeded, h owev er, and 
wh en abov e th e racket h e wras h eard to ex ­ 
claim “ Houth A frica” th e crowd caugh t th a 
idea th a t h e was pay ing trib ute to th e Boers 
and a roar of enth usiastic approv al w ent up. 
Th ere was anoth er ch eer wh en th e crowd 
caugh t enough of th e reference to isth m ian 
canal to know* th a t it was to be under Ameri­ 
can operati on and control. 
A t th e conclusion of th e speech , th e build­ 
ing rang w ith applause, th e ch eering being ac­ 
companied by th e flutter of. th e national colors 
th rough out th e ball. 
Enth usiasm was sh orn wh en th e secretary 
of th e conv ention, Ch arles A. Walsh , of Iowa, 
rose and read a resolution offered by Daniel J. 
Campau, of Mich igan, th at th e Declaration of 
Independence, “drafted by th a t Democrat of 
Democrats, Th omas Jefferson," be re» i to th e 
conv ention on th is, th e anniv ersary of th e 
nation's natal day . 
W ith ch eers and applause th e resolution 
was adopted wh ile th e band in th e south gal­ 
lery play ed patriotic airs in lead of th e enth u 
siasm. 
Th en a dram atic scene occurred. As th e 
v ast audience was quieting down to listen to 
th e reading of th e D eclaration two men ap­ 
peared upon th e platform , bearing carefully 
in tlieir arm s tw o large objects, each sh rouded 
completely in th e stars and stripes. Th ey 
were placed, th e one upon th e oth er, im m e­ 
diately to th e righ t and in front of th e ch air­ 
man. 
Quickly adv ancing to th e flag draped objects, 
a nmn deftly lifted th e flag from a splendid 
bust of Mr. Bry an. As th e fam iliar features 
of th eir distinguish ed leader were recognized 
by delegates and spectators, a tornado of ap­ 
plause swept ov er th e audience. From side to 
side th e bust was turned, th a t all m igh t know 
wh o it represented. 
W h en th e applause h ad subsided, Ch arles 8 . 
Hampton, of Petosky , Mich ., read th e imm or­ 
tal Declaration of Indep endence. 
Asth e full 
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and rounded sentences of th e great state paper 
rolled th rough th e h all, th e eh eeriug and en 
th usicsm increased, and wh en Mr. Ham pton 
h ad concluded th e trem endous applause fairly 
sh ook th e building. Wh en h e h ad finish ed read­ 
ing th e Declaration of Independence and th e 
applause h ad ceased Miss Fultoni, of New York 
was introduced and sang th e “Star Spangled 
B anner” th e audience standing and applaud­ 
ing after each v erse. It was an innov ation in 
a national conv ention. 
Th en 
as sh e finish ed 
th e last strain th e band took up “Am erica” 
and led by Miss Fulteni, th e great mass of 
fcllMIO oeouie broke into th e stirrinur w ords 


~ y Country , tv s or x nee. singing rt tnrough 
w ith unction ; nd dosing it with a ch eer. 
Th en suddenly somebody started th e cry for 
“HiU," “Hill.” In an instant M ary land. Ten- 
nesse, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
New 
Mex ico 
w ere on th eir feet wav ing th eir standards and 
y elling “H ill;” “Dav e Hill.” 
Th e pound ng of th e ch airm an's gav el h ad 
no effect end for a tim e it look« *! like a con­ 
certed mov ement t«> stam pede for th e New 
Yorker. As delegation after delegation rose 
in th eir seats and tlx *- ch airm an’s gav ell fell, 
Mr. Hill was compelled to rise and l» ow. Th is 
was th e signal for panuemonium and noth ing 
Heeinetl to i/e aide to stop th e to rrent of ap­ 
plause. 
A few h isses w« *re met w ith v olley s 
of c h e e r s and, filially a part of New York’s 
delegati m arose and joined th e applauding 
h osts. Croker, Mu ph y , Van Wy ck and th e 
Tam many delegation Left th eir seats, not join­ 
ing in it. 
For nl/out ten m inutes th e applause and dis 
order continued, th e steady rap of th e gav el 
h av ing no effect. Each tim e a new state stand­ 
ard was pulled up and wav ed th e applause be 
gan anew. A fter h is first bow to th e audience 
Hill kept h is seat, but h e could not disguise th e 
gratification th at h e felt at th e reception ac­ 
corded h im. Friends urg« d h im to take th e 
platform , but h e k« >pt sh aking h is h ead nega­ 
tiv ely . On th e platform th e ch airm an and th e 
sergeant-at-arm s tried in v ain to get order. 
Finally Hill arose. 
Th en th e delegates and 
th e crow d h owled th emselv es h oarse. 
“ Hill,” 
“platform ,” th ey screamed. “ Mr. C h airm an,” 
h e ejaculated, but h is v oice was drow ned in 
th e fierce outburst of applause. 
“ Mr. C h air­ 
m an,” h e tried again to say , and th en.drow ned 
out again, sunk laugh ing in h is seat. 
W h en, after about 15 m inutes, order was re­ 
stored, Gov ernor 
Th omas adm inistered a 
stern w arning to th e assemblage, stating th at 
th e conv ention was h ere to do business, and 
th a t if th e spectators interrupted th e work by 
unseem ly disorder th e officers of th e conv en­ 
tion would be directed to clear th e galleries. 
Th e call of states began, for nam ing th e 
m embers of th e v arious com m ittees. 
Th ii 
was a tedious work, cov ering ali th e caucus se] 
lections of th e sev eral states and territories. 
W h en th e name of C arter H arrison was called 
as th e Illinois member of one of th e oommit* 
tees, it brough t out a round of ch eers and calls 
for Harrison, wh ich , for a m om ent, th reatened 
to be a repetition of th e H ill dem onstration. 
Th e names of Gov ernor O rerm ey er, Senator 
Blackburn, George Fred W illiams, W. J. Stone 
also receiv ed ch eers. W h en ^Augustus Van 
W y ck was announced as th e New York mem­ 
ber of th e platform com m ittee th ere was a 
storm of mingled h isses and ch eers, and an­ 
oth er dem and for Hill. Delegates G rady and 
Malloy , of New York, led in th e applause for 
Mr. Van W y ek’s name. It took a v igorous 
play w ith th e gav el to restore order and allow 
th e call to proceid. 
A fter th e nam e of th e last com m itteem an 
h ad been giv en Ch airm an Th omas announced 
th at a motion h ad been made ex tending th e 
th anks of th e conv ention to th e lady wh o h ad 
sung th e “Star Spangled Banner.” It was 
carried. 
A delegate from Oh io secured th e attention 
of th e ch airm an by some v iolent gesticula­ 
tions and th en, m ounting on h is ch air as h e 
was recognized, mov ed th a t an inv itation be 
ex tended to Mr. Bry an to v isit th e conv en­ 
tion. 
Th ere was applause before th e ch airm an h ad 
tim e to h ear a second to th e motion. 
Wh ile th e ch eering ov er th e Bry an motion 
was at its h eigh t, th e booming of a brass band 
was h eard at th e south entrance, and down 
th e aisic in front of th e eh airm an’3 desk, came 
th e band, wh ich came h ere w ith Clark, of Mon­ 
tana. 
And beh ind it in column of twos, or as nearly 
as th ey could keep th at form ation, th e Jack­ 
sonian club of Nebraska. Th a band waa play ­ 
ing “Dix ie” and th e old air receiv ed tha y ell of 
deligh t wh ich greets it alway s, Th e members 
of the Jauluouian club had with them a larg e 


number of ladies, and as there were no seata 
for th em a dense th rong was soon packed in 
front of th e ch airm an’s desk. 
It was impossible for Ch airm an Th omas to 
h ear aw i r J uttered some distance from h i« 
iesk, but oome delegate near h im m ade a m o­ 
tion to adjourn until 4 o'clock, wh ich was at 
m ce put and carried, am id confusion so great 
th at not one delegate in 20 knew to w h at h our 
th e adjournm ent h ad been taken. 
A bout 8 :8 3 last nigh t Ch airm an Th omas 
rapped th e conv ention to oider again, al­ 
th ough considerably less th an tw o-th irds of 
th e delegates h ad arriv ed. 
Th ere was consid­ 
erable ex pectancy ov er th e arriv al of Senator 
Hill, b ut h e failed to put in an appearance. 
N otw ith standing th e sm all num ber of dele 
|ates present, it seemed to require for th em a 
wh olly disproportionate am ount of tim e to 
tome to order as com pared w ith th e tw o pre­ 
ceding sessions. 
Pounding v ig orously with his g av el and 
his efforts in this direction tieing ably 
supplemented by Serg eant at-Arms Mar­ 
tin, who rapped 
a 
tabie, Chairman 
Thomas at Last sueoeeded in reducing the 
conv ention to such a state of quietude 
that his v oice could be heard probably 
about a hundred feet away . 
“ The conv ention will now come to or­ 
der,’’ he shouted, with a v iolence that 
threatened an apoplectic seizure, “ and 
pending the coming reports of the com­ 
mittees, the conv ention will listen to an 
address from Ex -Gov ernor Altg eld, of Il­ 
linois.” 
Th ere was still too m uch eonfusion for th e 
nam e of th e speaker to be intelligib'e a t any 
distance, and th ere was only a mild tipple of 
applause as Gov ernor Altgeld m ounted th e 
rostrum . Again by th e v igorous use of h is 
gav el, Ch airm an Th omas gained largely upon 
th e noise and th en h e again commenced: 
“ Th e conv ention will now be addressed by 
ex -Gov ernor Altgeld, of Illinois.” 
Th is tim e h is v oice carried and th e announce­ 
m ent was greeted w ith applause, 
“As Gov ernor Altgeld began to speak, th e 
tall form of Congressman Sulzer came stalk­ 
ing th rough th e aisle. It was h is first appear­ 
ance upon th e floor, and alth ough th e recipient 
of no applause, h e w h s cordially greeted by 
m any of th e delegates a t h e pa&sed th em . 
W h en h e reach ed th e Iowa delegation, seated 
directly in th e rear of New York, Cato Sells 
rose to sh ake h ands w ith h im, and instantly 
th ere was a group around th e tail New York­ 
er, all sh aking h ands w ith h im and patting 
h im on th e slioulder. 
From th e New York 
delegation, howev er, Mr. Sulzer receiv ed no 
recognition, no h and sh ake, no smile. He took 
apparently as little inte rest in New York aa 
New York ev inced in h im , and alth ough h « 
nodded fam iliarly to sev eral of th e ¡delegates, 
he a Dent no tim e with th em. 


During tne early portion of Gov ernor 
Altareid’s address the hum of conv ersation 
in the g alleries and among the deleg ates 
was so loud that not much of what he 
said was audible, ex cept to those close to 
him. 
The name of Mark Hanna, uttered 
in accents which did not imply approv al, 
was the first thing the crowd at larg e 
taug ht, and althoug h not many knew 
just what the missile had been, or whether 
it had hit the mark, there was a howl of 
delig ht. 
His prognostications of Dem ocratic success 
nex t fall were th e signal for anoth er v ocal 
spasm, and wh en h e declared th at if th e Demo­ 
crats of th e country h ad not sufficient confi­ 
dence in th eir debates to entrust th e cause of 
Democracy to th em , th ey would not h av e sent 
th em h ere to nom inate a candidate for th e 
presidency . 
Th is com ing from a man of Mr. Altgeld’s 
known attitude upon th e silv er question was 
taken by th e 18 to 1 adv ocates as a direct 
ch ampionsh ip of th eir cause and th ey w ere on 
th eir feet in an instant, sh outing and wav ing 
h ats and h andkerch iefs w ith th e greatest en­ 
th usiasm . So loud was th e ch eering th at th e 
speaker was compelled to suspend h is re 
m arks until th e uproar h ad subsided. It came 
again in a m inute, h owev er, wh en h e declared 
th at any modification of th e Ch icago platform 
Would place th e D» *m« x :ratic party in a ridicu­ 
lous position before th e Am erican 
people 
Again h is v oiee was drow ned for a few m in­ 
utes, wh ile th e adv « x -ates of 18 to 1 v oiced th eir 
approv al in ch eers audible bey ond th e walls. 
Th e anti-18 to 1 jwrople took th eir innings in 
anoth er m inute wh en h e spoke fav orably of 
th e ratio of 16 to 1 and th ere w ere loud cries 
of ¡‘no, no.” 
Th e speaker unw ittingly touch ed off a mine 
by using th e ex pression in discussing th e a tti­ 
tude of certain Dem ocrats tow ard th e silv er 
question, “ now, ray friend H ill.” T h at was aa 
far as h e got, for sev eral m inutes. Th e name 
of Hill again started th e uproar th a t h ad 
m arked th e first session of th e conv ention. 
From all sides of th e h all, and particularly 
th e south ern delegates, loud cries of “ Hill," 
“Hill,” m ingled w ith th e calls for th e New 
Yorker, came h isses in plenty , and despite th e 
v igorous use of th e gav el, all sem blance of 
order was lost and noth ing could be h eard sav e 
th e calls of *‘H iil” and th e disapprov ing h isses- 
Th e band in th e gallery struck up a liv ely air, 
but as soon as it subsided th e uproar was as 
great as ev er, th e California delegation being 
prom inent in calling for Senator Hill. I t was 
not possible for G ov ernor A ltgeld to continue 
im m ediately , and as th e com m ittee on rule* 
declared itself ready to renort, G ov ernor A lt­ 
geld discontinued h is address and left th * 
platform . 
The report of the committee on creden " 
tials seating Mark Cohn and P. E. Me 
Calie in the New York deleg ation, the 
Clark deleg ation in Montana, and g iv ing 
one half a v ote to each deleg ation in Okla­ 
homa was read, and a minority report 
dissenting from the decision in the Okla­ 
homa ease presented. 
There was some 
objection made by Murray Vander from 
Mary land to the committee taking no ao- 
tion in the District of Columbia case. 
The chairman of the committee, Mr. Cam-, 
pau, answered that there was no cause to 
act in the District of Columbia because it 
was settled by the national committee. 
After some desultory debate the chair put 
the motion to adopt the committee’s re­ 
port. 
Mr. Vander asked that he be al­ 
lowed to present his v iews and was g iv en 
the platform. 
“Take th e platform ," was sh outed from th e 
audience. “Out it sh ort, my friends,” sh outed 
anoth er delegate, as Mr. V andiv er (not Vande- 
v er) ascended th e platform . 
A fter a brief speech in support of h is con­ 
tention th a t th e credentials com m ittee h ad not 
dealt fairly w ith th e D istrict of Colum bia con­ 
test, Mr. V andiv er mov ed to recom m it th at 
p art of th e report of th e com m ittee. 
Th e mo­ 
tion was lost am id a storm of “noes.” Th e re­ 
port of th e com m ittee was th en adoptee as pre­ 
sented, w ith out furth e r debate. 
Ch airm an Th omas th en called, for th e report 
of th e com m ittee on perm anent organization. 
W h en it was announced th a t Hon. J. D. Rich ; 
ardson, of Tennessee, h ad been selected as per­ 
m anent ch airm an ch eers sw ept ov er th e great 
audience 
Ch airm an Th omas, afte r th e adoption of th e 
report w ith out debate, appointed a com m ittee, 
consisting of form er G ov ernor M cOreary , of 
K entucky , Daniel Cam pau, of Mich igan, and 
May or Ph elan, or San Francisco, to escort th e 
perm anent ch airm an to th e platform . 
Owing to th e densely packed condition of 
th e aisles it required some little tim e for 
Messrs. Campau, M cCreary and Ph elan to; get 
close enough to Mr. Rich ardson to escort h im 
to th e platform . Th e four men, m arch ing in 
single file, th e column h eaded by Gov ernor 
MeCreary , plough ed th eir way to th e side of 
Ch airm an Th omas. G ov ernor M cCreary ad­ 
v anced to th e front of th e platform and sa id: 
“ Gentlemen of th e conv ention, it g iv es 
me g reat p le asure to intro duc e to y o u th e 
g 
erinanent olfairman of this conv ention, 
Ion. James I). Richardson, of Tennes­ 
see.” 
Mr. Richardson repeatedly bowed his 
acknowledg ements of 
the cheers that 
swept in wav e after wav e throug h the 
hall. He later made his speech. 
The first token of approv al g iv en to his 
address was that which g reeted his first 
mention of lrt to 1. The applause, how­ 
ev er. was rather feeble and scattering . 
Much more energ etic was the shout that 
followed the declaration that the coming 
campaig n wrs to be a trial of the republic 
ag aing t the empire. 
Th e h all h ad t.ecome v ery quiet by th is tim e 
and th e address ef Ch ain* » n Rich ardson was 
£ 
v en a much b etter h earing th an any th at 
A preceded it. His arraignm ent of th a fail­ 
ure of th a Republican p arty to establish bi­ 


metallism and th e creation instead of a single 
gold standard was receiv ed w ith m anifesta­ 
tions of h earty approv al. 
Th e conclusion of Ch airm an Rich ardson’s 
speech , wh ich h e h ad arranged under 16 sepa* 
rate h eads, was th e signal for terrific applause 
and ch eers. 
His m entiqn of th e nam e of W. J. Bry an 
brough t th e conv ention to its feet in a frenzy 
of enth usiasm . Delegates sprang upon th eir 
ch airs, wav ing h ats, h andkerch iefs and um­ 
brellas in th e wildest fash ion. By a common 
impulse th e poles bearing th e nam es of th e 
states were torn up and th rust into th e air. 
Th en down th e aisles tow ard th e speaker’s 
desk came groups of delegates surrounding 
one man wh o h eld th e nam e of th e state aloft. 
Tex as and New York became engaged in a ri 
Valry as to wh ich sh ould h old th e nam e of th a 
state h i v fie^t irt th « ur 


Th© Lone Star state had the adv antag e 
at the outset, for the New York standard 
had been g r asped by one of the small men 
of the deleg ation. 
This was quickly rem­ 
edied when the Tammany men saw them­ 
selv es in second place. The pole bearing 
the name of the state was g rabbed from 
the small New Yorker, he was bumped 
down into his chair, and Mr. Kellar, in­ 
dorsed by New York for v ice president, 
sieztx l it. 
Mr. Kellar put Tex as in second 
place in a tia^h, and try as desperately as 
he mig ht, the Tex an could not place tha 
name of his state within one foot of that 
of New York. 
Wild with ex citement, 
the Tex ans g rasped their man, raised him 
on their shoulders, and New York was 
down ag ain, but as before, it weut down 
only to rise hig her. 
Richard Croker, 
Grady , Carroll and a half dozen abhors of 
the deleg ation came to Mr. Kellar’s as­ 
sistance, and the emblem of the Empire 
state went up ag ain nearer the ceiling by 
a foot than the Tex an had been able to 
reach. 
W mle th is strife was going on between th e 
tw o states th e frenzy h ad taken h old of th e 
oth t-r delegations, and from all parts of th e 
h all men came plunging th rough th e th rong, 
carry ing th eir state emblems. 
Th ey became 
densely packed in front of th e speaker’s desk, 
and y elling and ch eering th ey strov e to raise 
th e nam e of th eir state lev el w ith th a t of New 
\ ork. Th e effort was useless, h owev er, and, 
h eld firm by th e Tam m any men, New York 
kept its place. Th e G eorgia men. w rough t up 
by th eir failure to equal New York, m ade a 
rush for th e speaker’s stand. 
Th ey w ent 
th rough th e crow d w ith a force th a t no oppo­ 
sition before th em could prev ent, and push ing, 
sh ov ing, claw ing and ch eering th ey h oisted 
th eir man upon th e platform and Lifted h im 
upon a ch air.

crowd was nearly ready to drop. 
The deleg ates who did nofc join in tha 
march lent most efficient aid in increas­ 
ing the uproar. 
They could contribute 
nothing but their v oioes, and their hats, 
and their handkerchiefs. Tha band did 
its share. 
After the ex citement had continued fo* 
about 15 minutes Chairman Richardson 
attempted to bring order out of the chaos 
that ruled upon the floor. Now aud then 
the patter of his g av el could be heard, and 
ev ery time tne sound reached the ears of 
a deleg ate he shrieked the louder. Time 
after time the chairman attempted to re­ 
store quiet, but he was utterly lost aud 
ov erwhelmed with his effort. 
Precisely ~U minutes after Chairman 
Richardson had mentioned the name of 
Bry an, wnich had caused a scene of such 
wonderful entnusiasm, he beg an to rap 
for ord 'r. but the deleg ates were not y et 
ready to v ield the tloor ev en to the chair­ 
man of the conv ention. The band in tho 
g a lery started a patriotic air. and despite 
tiie cont inuous efforts of Chairman Rich­ 
ardson to restore order, the demonstra­ 
tion continued about nine and a half min­ 
utes long er, its total leng th being about 
129 3^ minutes. 
O rder th en was sufficiently restored to en­ 
able th e ch airm an to recognize Delegate Judge 
Joh nson, of Ka nsas, wh o made am otion th at 
th e conv ention adjourn until 10:80 a. in. to­ 
day . About 10:34 th e ch airm an declared th® 
conv ention adjourned.

DEMOCRATS RESUME TODAY.

K a n sa s C ity , July 5.—The Demo- 
-flratio National convention reconvened 
today. 
The sessions Wednesday and 
last night showed a remarkable senti- 
'ment among the delegates for both 
Bryan and Hill, a demonstration lasting 
almost a half hour* when Permanent 
Chairman Richardson closed his speech 
with a tribute to the Nebraskan. 
At 
11 different tunes during the sesions there were 
riamonatrations that showed HiU's apparent 
popularity. 
Chairman Jones was received w ith applause 
•when he called the convention to order. 
Later Secretary Walsh read the oail for the 
awm von ti on. 
iller. S. W. Noel prayed. 
Tbs Rev. Dr. 3. M. Neel, pastor of the 
v *Dewteml 
Presbyterian church, 
City, offered prayer as follows; 
“Almighty God, God of our fathers, we 
acknowledge thee to be our God. 
Our 
nation was in faith and hope In thee. 
Thy providence has protected and guided 
I In the past. 
Thy goodness made ut 
v j still recognize thee as sover- 
acknowledge no other. We are 
dent upon thee. We look to thee. 
£pei» in thee. 
Mercifully forgive 
a and guide us in all truth. May 
iran a nation forget God. 
Corn- 
y blessing upon the delegates of 
ntion. May they be men who 
nd work righteousness and be 
him. Inspire them with an 
iotism and a broad statesman- 
t moving among the na­ 
tl!.

Tile Democratic Mayor of Kansas City made 
a speech 
The delegates and spectators had listened 
with attention but no very great enthusiasm 
to the address, but heartily applauded the 
closing sentence. Senator Hill entered just at 
this moment and the applause turned to him. 
“Hill, of New’ York," “Hill,” “Hill,” they 
shout**!. But it. was noticed that the New 
York delegation did not respond to the enthu­ 
siasm. H iictm e iii with Elliot D mforth, of 
New York, and stopj»ed at the row. 
Delegate 
John McMahon, of Rome, arose and gave his 
seat 
to the ex-senator. Hill smiled and 
thanked him. Meanwhile the crowd continued 
to yell for Hill. “Let’s hear Hill” with a few 
hisses interspersed until the chairman finally 
rapped them to order. A few minutes later 
tk«y renewed the call, but the audience was 
impatient to get on with the proceedings aud 
•bowed their disapproval with hisses. 
When finally the chairman was able to make 
his voice heard he introduced Governor Thorn- 
m , of Colorado, the temporary chairman. 
A round of applause greeted Governor Thom­ 
as as he ascended the platform. 
He looked the ideal prssidxg officer, tall, 


lignified, black garbed, his face showing in- 
;elleetuality and force of character. Ha held 
n his hand the typew ritten manuscript of his 
ipeech, and in full round voice, easily reaoh 
ag to the rem otest corners of tho building, ha 
segan his address as tem porary chairman. ' 
His severe arraignm ent of the “entrenched 
9nemv” drew a ripple of applause, and as he 
proceeded his well rounded sentences were 
punctuated w ith generous and hearty mani­ 
festations of approval. 
Despite his strong 
voice, the confusion in the hall became so 
great that much of %>ie speech was lost to the 
delegates and spectators. An incessant hum 
rounded through the building, mingled with 
the rustle of fans, the shuffle of countless feet 
of messengers and officials and the occasional 
fell of some dem onstrative spectator. The 
mdiencc grew fretful under the disorder and 
the inability to hear, and there were shouts of 
"louder” mingled with demands for order. 
Governor Thomas proceeded, however, and 
when above the racket he was hoard to ex­ 
claim “South Africa” the crowd caught th® 
idea that he was paying tribute to the Boers 
and a roar of enthusiastic approval went up. 
There was another cheer when the crowd 
caught enough of tho reference to isthmian 
canal to know that it was to be under Ameri­ 
can operate on and control. 
At the conclusion of the speech, the build­ 
ing rang with applause, the cheering being ac­ 
companied by the flatter of the national colors 
throughout tho hall. 
Enthusiasm was shorn when tho secretary 
of the convention, Charles A. Walsh, of Iowa, 
rose and read a resolution offered by Daniel J. 
Campau, of Michigan, that the Declaration of 
Independence, “drafted by that Democrat of 
Democrats, Thomas Jefferson,” be rev I to the 
convention on this, the anniversary of tha 
nation's natal day. 
With cheers and applause the resolution 
was adopted while the band in the south gal­ 
lery played patriotic airs in lead of the enthu 
siasm. 
Then a dram atic scene occurred. As the 
vast audienoe was quieting down to listen to 
tho reading of the Declaration two men ap­ 
peared upon the platform, bearing carefully 
in their arms two Large objects, each shrouded 
completely in the stars and stripes. They 
were placed, the one upon the other, imme­ 
diately to the right and in front of the chair­ 
man. 
Quickly advancing to the flag draped objects, 
a man deftly lifted the flag from a splendid 
bust of Mr. Bryan, As the familiar features 
of their distinguished leader were recognised 
by delegates and spectators, a tornado of ap­ 
plause swept over the audience. From side to 
side the bust was turned, that all m ight know 
who it represented. 
When the applause had subsided, Charles S. 
Hampton, of Petosky, Mich., read the immor­ 
tal Declaration of Indep endence. 
Asthe full

and rounded sentences of the great state paper 
rolled through the hall, the cheering and en 
thusicsm increased, and when Mr. Hampton 
had concluded the tremendous applause fairly 
shook the building. When he had finished read­ 
ing the Declaration of Independence and the 
applause had ceased Miss Futtoni, of New York 
was introduced and sang the “Star Spangled 
Banner” the audience standing and applaud­ 
ing after each verse. It was an innovation in 
a national convention. 
Then as she finished 
the last strain the band took up “America” 
and led by Miss Fulton!, the great mass of 
W.IW0 oeoole broke iuto the stirring words 


/ Goan try, tis ot xnee, singing it tnrough 
with unction ; nd dosing it with a cheer. 
Then suddenly somebody started the cry for 
“Hill,” “Hill.” In an instant Maryland. Ten- 
nesse, Louisiana, Mississippi, New 
Mexico 
were on their feet waving their standards and 
yelling “Hill;” -Dave Hill.” 
Tile jM)und ng of the chairman’s gavel had 
no effect m d fo retim e it looked like a con­ 
cert id movement to stampede for the New 
Yorker. As delegation after delegation rose 
iii their seats and the chairman’s gavell fell, 
Mr. Hill was compelled to rise and Ikiw. This 
was the signal for pandemonium and nothing 
seemed, to be able to stop the torrent of ap­ 
plause. A few hisses were met with volleys 
of cheers and, finally a part of New York’s 
delegation an se and joined the applauding 
hosts. Croker, Mu *phy, Van Wyck and the 
Tammany deb gation left their seats, not join­ 
ing in it. 
For about ten minutes the applause and dis 
order continue*!, the steady rap of the gavel 
having no effect. Each time a new state stand­ 
ard was pulled up and waved the applause be 
gan anew. After his first bow to the audience 
Hill kept his seat, but he could not disguise the 
gratification that he felt at the reception ac­ 
corded him. Friends urged him to take the 
platform, but he kept shaking his head nega­ 
tively. On the platform the chairman and the 
sergeant-at-arms tried in vain to gei older. 
Finally Hill arose. 
Then the delegates and 
the crowd howled themselves hoarse. 
“Hill,” 
“platform,” they screamed. “Mr. Chairman,” 
he ejaculated, but his voice was drowned in 
the fierce outburst of applause. 
“Mr. Chair­ 
man,” he tried again to say, and then,drowned 
out again, sunk laughing in his seat. 
When, after about 15 minutes, order was re­ 
stored, Governor Thomas administered a 
stern warning to the assemblage, stating that 
the convention was here to do business, and 
that if the spectators interrupted the work by 
unseemly disorder the officers of the conven­ 
tion would be directed to clear the galleries. 
The call of states began, for naming th* 
members of the various committees. 
This 
was a tedious work, covering all the caucus so) 
lections of the several states and territories. 
When the name of Carter Harrison was called 
as the Illinois member of one of the commit­ 
tees, it brought out a round of cheers and calls 
for Harrison, which, for a moment, threatened 
to be a repetition of the Hill demonstration. 
The names of Governor Overmeyer, Senator 
Blackburn, George Fred Williams, W. J. Stone 
also received cheers. When ^Augustus Van 
Wyck was announced as the New York mem­ 
ber of the platform committee there was a 
storm of mingled hisses and cheers, and an­ 
other demund for Hill. Delegates Grady and 
Malloy, of New York, led in the applause for 
Mr. Van Wyck’s name. It took a vigorous 
play with the gavel to restore order and allow 
the call to proceed. 
After the name of the last committeeman 
had been given Chairman Thomas announced 
that a motion had been made extending the 
thanks of the convention to the lady who had 
sung the “Star Spangled Banner.” It w b h 
carried. 
A delegate from Ohio secured the attention 
of the chairman by some violent gesticula­ 
tions and then, mounting on his chair as he 
was recognized, moved that an invitation be 
extended to Mr. Bryan to visit the conven­ 
tion. 
There was applause liefore the chairman had 
time to hear a second to the motion. 
While the cheering over the Bryan motion 
was at its height, the booming of a brass band 
was heard at the south entrance, and down 
the aisle in front of the chairm an’s desk, came 
the band, which came here with Clark, of Mon­ 
tana. 
And behind it in column of twos, or ss nearly 
as they could keep that formation, the Jack­ 
sonian club of Nebraska. The band was play­ 
ing “Dixie” and the old air received the yell of 
delight which greets it always, The members 
af the Jacksonian d u b hod with them a large 


•umber of ladies, and ae there were no seats 
for them a dense throng was soon packed in 
front of the chairm an’s desk. 
It was Impossible for Chairman Thomas to 
hear a we rd uttered some distance from his 
desk, but some delegate near him made a mo­ 
tion to adjourn until 4 o’clock, which was at 
mce put and carried, amid confusion so great 
that not one delegate in 20 knew to w hat hour 
the adjournment had been taken. 
About 8:88 last night Chairman Thomas 
rapped the convention to order again, al­ 
though considerably less than two-thirds of 
the delegatee had arrived. 
There was consid­ 
erable expectancy over the arrival of Senator 
Hill, but he failed to put in an appearance. 
Notwithstanding the small number of dele 
fates present, it seemed to require for them a 
wholly disproportionate amount of time to 
rome to order as compared with the two pre­ 
ceding sessions. 
Pounding vigorously with his gavel and 
his efforts in this direction being ably 
supplemented by Sergeant nt-Arms Mar­ 
tin, who rapped 
a 
table, Chairman 
Thomas at last succeeded iu reducing the 
convention to such a state of quietude 
that his voice could be heard probably 
about a hundred feet away. 
“The convention will now come to or­ 
der,” he shouted, with a violence that 
threatened an apoplectic seizure, “and 
pending the coming reports of the com­ 
mittees, the convention will listen to an 
address from Ex-Governor Altgeld, of Il­ 
linois." 
There was still too much confusion for tha 
name of the speaker to be intelligible at any 
distance, and there was only a mild tipple of 
applause as Governor Altgeld mounted the 
rostrum. Again by the vigorous use of his 
gavel, Chairman Thomas gained largely upon 
the noise and then he again commenced: 
"The convention will now be addressed by 
ex-Governor Altgeld, of Illinois.” 
This time his voice carried and the announcer 
•sent was greeted with applause, 
“As Governor Altgeld began to speak, the 
tall form of Congressman Sulzer came stalk­ 
ing through the aisle. It was his first appear­ 
ance upon the floor, and although the recipient 
of no applause, he was cordially greeted by 
many of the delegates a t he passed them. 
When he reached the Iowa delegation, seated 
directly in the rear of New York, Cato Sells 
rose to shake hands w ith him, and instantly 
there was a group around the tall New York­ 
er, all shaking hands w ith him and patting 
him on the shoulder. 
From the New York 
delegation, however, Mr. Sulser received ne 
recognition, no hand shake, no smile. He took 
apparently as little interest in New York ai 
New York evinced in him, and although he 
nodded fam iliarly to several of the ^delegates. 
lie a Dent no time with them. 


■ miring me early portion of Governor 
■ltareid’s address the hum of conversation! 
h^h^ralleiies and among the delegates 
Altareld’s address the hum of conversation 


w as so loud that not mach of what he 
said was audible, except to those close to 
him. The name of Mark Hanna, uttered 
in accents which did not imply approval, 
w as the first thing the crowd at large 
caught, and although not many knew 
ju st w hat the missile had been, or whether 
it had hit th e mark, there was a howl of 
delight. 
His prognostications of democratic success 
next fall were the signal for another vocal 
spasm, and when he declared that if the Demo­ 
crats of the country had not sufficient confi­ 
dence in their debates to entrant the cause of 
Democracy to them, they would not have sent 
them here to nominate a candidate for the 
presidency. 
This coming from a man of Mr. Altgeld’a 
known attitude upon the silver question was 
taken by the 16 to I advocates as a direct 
championship of their cause and they were on 
their feet in an instant, shouting and waving 
hats and handkerchiefs with the greatest en­ 
thusiasm. So loud was the cheering that the 
speaker was compelled to suspend his re 
marks until the uproar had subsided. It came 
again in a minute, however, when he declared 
that any modification of the Chicago platform 
Would place the Democratic party in a ridicu­ 
lous position before the American 
people 
Again his voice was drowned for a few min­ 
utes, while the advocates of 16 to I voiced their 
approval in cheers audible beyond the walls. 
The anti-16 to I people took their innings in 
another minute when he spoke favorably of 
the ratio of 16 to I and there were loud criea 
of 2*no, no.” 
The speaker unwittingly touched off a min* 
by using the expression in discussing the atti­ 
tude of certain Democrats toward the silvei 
question, “now, my friend Hill.” That was aa 
far as he got, for several minutes. The nam* 
of Hill again started the uproar that had 
marked the first session of the convention. 
From all aides of the hall, and particularly 
the southern delegatee, loud cries of “Hill," 
“Hill,” mingled with the calls for the New 
Yorker, came hisses in plenty, and despite the 
vigorous use of the gavel, all semblance of 
order was lost and nothing could be heard sav* 
the calls of "Hill” and the disapproving hisses 
The band in the gallery struck up a lively air, 
but as soon as it subsided the uproar was aa 
great as ever, the California delegation being 
prominent in calling for Senator Hill. It wa* 
not possible for Governor Altgeld to continue 
immediately, and as the committee on rules 
declared itself ready to report, Governor Alt- 
geld discontinued his address and left th* 
platform.- 
T he report of th e com m ittee on cretlen * 
tia ls seating M ark C ohn and P. E. Mc 
Cabe in th e New Y ork delegation, the 
C lark delegation in M ontana, an d giving 
one-half a vote to each delegation in O kla­ 
hom a w as read, and a m in o rity report 
dissenting from th e decision in the O kla­ 
hom a case presented.

“Take the platform ,” was shouted from the 
audience. “Cut it short, my friends,” shouted 
another delegate, as Mr. Vandiver (not Vande- 
ver) ascended the platform. 
After a brief speech in support of his con­ 
tention that the credentials committee had not 
dealt fairly with the District of Columbia con­ 
test, Mr. Vandiver moved to recommit that 
part of the report of the committee. 
The mo­ 
tion was lost amid a storm of “noes.” The re­ 
port of the committee was then adopted as pre­ 
sented, w ithout further debate. 
Chairman Thomas then called for the report 
of the committee on perm anent organization. 
When it was announced that Hon. J. D. Rich; 
ardson, of Tennessee, had been selected as per­ 
m anent chairman cheers swept over the great 
audience 
Chairman Thomas, after the adoption of the 
report w ithout debate, appointed a committee, 
consisting of form er Governor McCreary, of 
Kentucky, Daniel Campan, of Michigan, and 
Mayor Phelan, or Ban Francisco, to escort the 
perm anent chairman to the platform. 
Owing to the densely packed condition of 
the aisles it required some little tim e for 
Messrs. Campau, McCreary and Phelan to; get 
dose enough to Mr. Richardson to escort him 
to the platform. The four men, marching in 
single file, the column headed by Governor 
McCreary, ploughed their way to the side of 
Chairman Thomas. Governor McCreary ad­ 
vanced to the front of the platform and said; 
“Gentlemen of the convention, it gives 
me great pleasure to introduce to you the 
Birmanent chairman of this convention, 
on. James D. Richardson, of Tennes­ 
see.” 
Mr. Richardson repeatedly bowed his 
acknowledgements or the cheers that 
swept in wave after wave through the 
hall. H e later made his speech. 
The first token of approval given to his 
address was that which greeted his first 
mention of lrt to I. The applause, how­ 
ever. was rather feeble and scattering. 
Much more energetic was the shout that 
followed the declaration that the coming 
campaign wrs to be a trial of the republic 
amdnft the empire. 
The hall had besoms vsry quiet by this time 
and the address ef Chairman Richardson was 
C 
aon a much better hearing than any that 
id preceded it. His arraignm ent of th® fail­ 
ure of the Republican party Ie establish bi­ 


metallism and the creation instead of a single 
gold standard was received with manifesta­ 
tions of hearty approval. 
The conclusion of Chairman Richardson’s 
speech, which he had arranged under 16 sepa­ 
rate heads, was the signal for terrific applause 
and cheers. 
His mentiqn of the name of W. J. Bryan 
brought the convention to its feet in a frenzy 
of enthusiasm. Delegates sprang upon their 
chairs, w aring hats, handkerchiefs and um­ 
brellas in the wildest fashion. By a common 
impulse the poles bearing the names of the 
states were torn up and thrust into the air* 
Then down the aisles toward the speaker's 
desk came groups of delegates su rro u n d in g 
one man who held the name of the state aloft. 
Texas and New York became engaged in a rl 
Valry as to which should hold the name of tho 
•tat* hi vilest in tha air 


Hie Lone Star state had the advantage 
at th e outset, for th e N ew York standard 
had been grasped by one of the small man 
of th e delegai ion. This w as quickly rem­ 
edied w hen th e T am m any m en saw them­ 
selves in second place. 
T he pole bearing 
the nam e of th e state w as grabbed from. 
th e sm all New Y orker, he w as bum ped 
dow n into his chair, a n d Mr. K ellar, in­ 
dorsed by New Y ork for vice president. 
6iezod it. 
M r. K ellar p u t Texas in seconal 
place in a Hash, a n d try as desperately as 
he m ight, Hie T exan could n o t place th e 
nam e of his state w ith in one foot of that 
of New Y ork. 
W ild w ith excitem ent, 
the T exans grasped th e ir m an, raised him 
on th e ir shoulders, an d N ew Y ork w as 
dow n again, but as before, it w ent dow n 
only to rise higher. 
R ichard b ro k e r, 
G rady, C arroll and a half dozen others of 
th e delegation cam e to Mr. X ellar’s as­ 
sistance, and the em blem of the E m pire 
state w ent up again nearer th e ceiling by 
a foot th a n th e T exan h ad been able to 
reach. 
Wbile this strife was going on between th e 
two states the frenzy had taken hold of the 
other delegations, and from ail parts of the 
hall men came plunging through the throng, 
carrying their state emblems. 
They became 
densely packed in front of the speaker's desk, 
and yelling and cheering they strove to raise 
the name of their state level with that of New 
York. The effort was useless, however,, and, 
held firm by the Tammany men, New York 
kept its place. The Georgia men. wrought ap 
by their failure to equal New York, mode a 
rush for the speaker’s stand. 
They went 
through the crowd w ith a force th at no oppo­ 
sition before them could prevent, and pushing, 
shoving, clawing and cheering they hoisted 
their mon upon the platform and lifted him 
upon a chair. The effort was successful, and 
New York was eclipsed once more. Kellar hi 
no small small man to hold aloft la a crowd af 
struggling, pushing men, and the Tammany 
crowd was nearly ready to drop. 
The delegates who did not join In A a 
march lent most efficient aid in increas­ 
ing the uproar. 
They could contribute 
nothing but their voioes, and their hats, 
and their handkerchiefs. The band did 
its share. 
A fter the excitem ent hod continued tow 
ab o u t 15 miuutes Chairman Richardson 
attem p ted to bring order out of the chaos 
th a t ru led upon the door. Now aud then 
the p a tte r of his gavel could be heard, and 
every tim e the sound reached the ears of 
a delegate lie shrieked th e louder. Time 
a fte r tim e the chairm an attem p ted to re­ 
store quiet, b u t he w as u tte rly lo st and 
overw helm ed w ith his effort. 
Precisely „u m inutes after Chairman 
R ichardson had m entioned th e nam e of 
B ryan, w nich had caused a scene of such 
w onderful entnusiasm , be began to ra p 
for ort! 'r. b u t the delegates w ere n o t yet 
ready to vield the door even to th e ch air­ 
m an of th e convention. 
T he band in tho 
ga lery started a p a trio tic air. an d despite 
the continuous efforts of C hairm an R ich­ 
ardson to restore order, the dem onstra­ 
tion continued ab out nine an d a half m in ­ 
utes longer, its to tal len g th being about 
293^ m inutes. 
Order then was sufficiently restored to en­ 
able the chairman to recognize Delegate Judge 
Johnson, of Ka n.sas, who made a motion that 
the convention adjourn until 10:80 a. rn. to­ 
day. About 10:84 the chairman declared th® 
convention adjourned.

“The death of the before-mentioned p artttf 
was caused by the explosion of an oil tank in 
the yards of the Ohio River Railroad Com­ 
pany, about 7:80 o’clock, July 4, 1900. Said 
tank was supposed to contain refined oil, 
shipped from the Standard Oil Company of 
this city. We further find that the said oil 
tank was set on fire by engine of freight train 
No. 85, southbound, colliding with tho north 
end of said tank on the main track of said 
railroad. We further find that the accident 
was caused by the night yard crew bring 
■sleep while on duty.” 
It was apparent that the accident resulted in 
th® night yard crew leaving the switch open. 
She railroad officials were killed while trying 
to get the wreckage cleared away, when the 
gas generated in the tank became ignited and 
exploded. They were killed by being struck 
by part of the tank, so it was asserted.

Chairm an Jones was received w ith applause 
'w hen he called th e convention to order. 
Later Secretary Walsh read the oall for the 
ocm vention. 
iRer. S. W. Noel prayed. 
rJCh* Rev. Dr. S. M. Neel, pastor of tho 
‘Osnlaatl 
Presbyterian 
church, 
Kansas 
City, offered prayer as follows: 
“A lm ighty God, God of our fathers, we 
acknowledge thou to be our God. 
Our 
nation was in faith and hope in thee. 
T hy providence has protected and guided 
in the past.

and acknowledge no other.

The delegates and spectators had listened 
w ith attention but no very great enthusiasm 
to the address, but heartily applauded the 
cloning sentence. Senator Hill entered ju st a 
this mom ent and the applause turned to him 
•‘Hill, of New York.” “ HIU,” “ H ill,” they 
shouted. But it was noticed that the Now 
York delegation did not respond to the enthu 
s'ttsin. H it c line bi with Billot D nforth, of 
New York, and stopped at the row. 
Delegate 
John McMahon, of Home, arose and gave his 
seat 
to 
the 
ex-senator. Hill 
smiled and 
thanked him. Meanwhile the erowd continued 
to yell for Hill. “ Let’s hear H ill” w ith a few 
hisaes interspersed until the chairm an finally 
rapped them to order. A few m inutes later 
they renewed the call, but th e audience was 
im patient to get on w ith the proceedings and 
showed their disapproval w ith hisses. 
W hen finally the chairm an was able to make 
his voice heard he introduced G overnor Thorn 
ae, of Colorado, the tem porary chairm an. 
A round of applause greeted G overnor Thom 
•a as he ascended the platform . 
He looked the ideal p resid n g officer, tall, 


lignified, black garbed, his face showing ta- 
lellectuality and force of character. He held 
n his hand the typew ritten m anuscript of his 
ipeeoh, and in full round voice, easily reach 
ng to the rem otest corners of th e building, ho 
>egan his address as tem porary chairm an. 
His severe arraignm ent of th e “entrenched 
snemv” drew a ripple of applause, and as he 
proceeded his well rounded sentences w ere 
punctuated w ith generous and hearty m ani­ 
festations of approval. 
Despite his strong 
voice, the confusion in the hall became so 
great th at m uch of t>ie speech was lost to the 
lelegates and spectators. An incessant hum 
rounded through the building, m ingled w ith 
the rustle of fans, the shuffle of countless feet 
of messengers and officials and the occasional 
fell of some dem onstrative spectator. The 
ludience grew fretful under tho disorder and 
the inability to bear, and there w ere shouts of 
"louder” m ingled w ith dem ands for order. 
Governor Thomas proceeded, how'ever, and 
when above the racket he wras heard to ex­ 
claim “South A frica” the crowd caught th® 
idea th a t he was paying trib u te to th e Boers 
and a roar of enthusiastic approval w ent up. 
There was another cheer w hen the crowd 
caught enough of the reference to isthm ian 
canal to know th a t it was to be under Ameri­ 
can operate on and control, 
A t the conclusion of the speech, the build­ 
ing rang w ith applause, the cheering being ac­ 
companied by the flutter of. the national colors 
throughout the hall. 
Enthusiasm was shorn when tho secretary 
of the convention, Charles A. W alsh, of Iowa, 
rose and read a resolution offered by Daniel J. 
Campau, of Michigan, th a t the Declaration of 
Independence, “drafted by th a t Democrat of 
Democrats, Thomas Jefferson,” be re* I to the 
convention on this, the anniversary of the 
nation’s n atal day. 
W ith cheers and applause th e resolution 
was adopted while tho band in th e south gal­ 
lery played patriotic airs in lead of the enthu 
siasm.

As the fam iliar features 
of their distinguished leader w ere recognized 
by delegates and spectators, a tornado of ap­ 
plause sw ept over the audience. From side to 
side the bust was turned, th a t all m ight know 
who it represented. 
W hen the applause had subsided, Charles 8.

and rounded sentences of the great state paper 
rolled through the hall, th e cheering and en 
thusicsm increased, and when Mr. Ham pton 
had concluded the trem endous applause fairly 
shook the building. When he had finished read­ 
ing th e Declaration of Independence and the 
applause had ceased Miss Fultoni. of New York 
wa* introduced and sang the ‘‘S tar twangled 
B anner” th e audience standing and applaud­ 
ing after each verse. It was an innovation in 
a national convention. 
Then as she finished 
the last strain the band took up “A m erica” 
and led by Miss Fulton!, the great mass of 
RUNK) ueoule broke into the stirrin g w ords 


ZZ/ G oantry, tis or inee,- singing it tnrough 
w ith unction : nd dosing it with a cheer. 
Then suddenly somebody started the cry for 
“H ill,” “H ill.” In an instant M aryland. Ten- 
n«*-*se, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
New 
Mexico 
were on their feet waving their standards and 
yelling "H ill;” "Dave Hill.” 
Tile (round ng of the chairm an’s gnvel had 
no effect m d for a time it looked like a con­ 
certed movement to stam pede for the New 
Yorker. As d e le g a tio n after delegation ro se 
in their seats and the chairm an's gavel! fell, 
M r. Hill wan c o m p elled to rise and trow. This 
was the signal for pandemonium and nothing 
seemed to Is* able to sto p the to rren t of ap­ 
plause. 
A few hi-ses were met w ith volleys 
of c h e e r s and, finally a part of New York's 
delegati >11 a ro se and joined the applauding 
hosts. Croker, M u *j>hy, Yan Wyck and the 
Tammany del* gallon left their seats, not join­ 
ing in it. 
For nlrout ten m inutes the applause and dis 
order continued, the steady rap of tho gavel 
having no effect. Each tim e a new state stand 
ard was pulled up and waved the applause be 
gan anew. A fter his first bow to the audient 
Hill kept his seat, but he could not disguise the 
gratification that he felt at the reception ac 
cordis! him. Friends urgtsi him to take th* 
platform , but he kept shaking his head nega 
lively. On the platform the chairm an and the 
sergeant-at-arm s tried in vain to get order. 
Finally Hill arose. 
Then the delegates and 
the crowd howled themselves hoarse. 
“Hill, 
“platform ,” they screamed. “ Mr. C hairm an, 
he ejaculated, but his voice was drow ned in 
the fierce outburst of applause. 
“ Mr. Chair 
m an,” he tried again to say, and then,drowned 
out again, sunk laughing in his seat. 
W hen, afte r about 15 m inutes, order was re ­ 
stored, Governor 
Thomas adm inistered 
stern w arning to the assemblage, statin g that 
the convention was here to do business, and 
th a t if the spectators interrupted the w ork by 
unseemly disorder the officers of the conven­ 
tion would be directed to clear the galleries. 
The call of states began, for nam ing th* 
m em bers of the various com m ittees. 
This 
was a tedious work, covering all the caucus sej 
lections of the several sta te s and territo ries 
W hen the nam e of C arter H arrison was called 
as the Illinois member of one of th e com m it­ 
tees, it brought out a round of cheers and calls 
for H arrison, which, for a moment, threatened 
to be a repetition of the H ill dem onstration. 
The names of Governor Overm eyer, Senator 
Blackburn, George Fred W illiams, W. J. Stone 
also received cheers. W hen ^Augustus Yan 
W yck was announced as the New Y ork mem 
ber of the platform com m ittee th ere was 
storm of mingled hisses and cheers, and an 
other dem and for Hill. Delegates G rady and 
Malloy, of New York, led in the applause for 
Mr. Van W yck’* name. It took a vigorous 
play w ith the gavel to restore order and allow 
Ihe call to proceed. 
A fter the nam e of the last com m itteem an 
had been given Chairm an Thomas announced 
that a motion had been made extending the 
thanks of the convention to the lady who had 
sung the “Star Spangled B anner.” I t was 
carried. 
A delegate from Ohio secured the attention 
of the chairm an by some violent gesticula 
tions and then, m ounting on his chair as he 
was recognized, moved th a t an invitation Vie 
extended to Mr. Bryan to visit the conven 
turn. 
There was applause liefore the chairm an had 
tim e to hear a second to the motion. 
W hile the cheering over the Bryan motion 
was a t it** height, the booming of a brass band 
was heard a t tile south entrance, and down 
the aisle in front of the chairm an’s desk, came 
the band, which came here w ith Clark, of Mon­ 
tana. 
And behind it in colum n of twos, or as nearly 
as they could keep th at form ation, the Jack ­ 
sonian club of Nebraska. The band was play 
ing “Dixie” and the old air received th e yell of 
delight which greets it always, The members 
of the Jacksonian club kad w ith them a large 


number of ladies, and as there w ere no neat® 
for them a dense throng was soon packed in 
front of the chairm an’s desk. 
It was impossible for Chairm an Thom as to 
hear a w< rd uttered some distance from his 
Ie.sk, but some delegate near him m ade a m o­ 
tion to adjourn until 4 o’clock, w hich was at 
m ce p u t and carried, am id confusion so great 
that not one delegate in 30 knew to w hat hour 
the adjournm ent had been taken. 
A bout 8:63 last night Chairm an Thom as 
rapped the convention to Older again, al­ 
though considerably less than tw o-thirds of 
the delegates had arrived. 
There was consid­ 
erable expectancy over the arrival of Senator 
Hill, b u t he failed to p u t in an appearance. 
N otw ithstanding the sm all num ber of dele 
flites present, it seemed to require for them a 
Wholly disproportionate am ount of tim e to 
rome to order as com pared w ith th e tw o pre­ 
setting sessions. 
Pounding vigorously w ith his gavel and 
his efforts In this direction being ably 
supplem ented by Sergeant-at-Arms Mar 
tin, who rapped 
a 
table, C hairm an 
Thomas at last succeeded in reducing the 
convention to such a state of quietude 
th at his voice could be heard probably 
about a hundred feet away. 
“The convention will now come to or­ 
der,” he shouted, w ith a violence th a t 
threatened an apoplectic seizure, “and 
pending the coming reports of the com­ 
m ittees, the convention will listen to an 
address from Ex-Governor A ltgeld, of Il­ 
linois.” 
T here was still too m uch confusion for th® 
nam e of the speaker to be intelligible a t any 
distance, and there was only a mild ripple of 
applause as G overnor A ltgeid m ounted the 
rostrum . Again by th e vigorous use of his 
gavel, Chairm an Thomas gained largely upon 
th e noise and then he again com m enced: 
“The convention w ill now be addressed by 
ex-Governor Altgeld, of Illinois.” 
This tim e his voice carried and the announce­ 
m ent was greeted with applause, 
“As Governor Altgeld began to speak, the 
tall form of Congressm an Sulzer came stalk­ 
ing through the aisle. It was his first appear­ 
ance upon the floor, and although the recipient 
of no applause, he was cordially greeted by 
m any of the delegates a t he passed them. 
W hen he reached the Iowa delegation, seated 
directly in the rear of New York, Cato Sell* 
rose to shake hands w ith him, and instantly 
there was a group around the tall New York­ 
er, all shaking hands w ith him and patting 
him on the shoulder. 
From th e New York 
delegation, however, Mr. Sulzer received na 
recognition, no hand shake, no smile. He took 
apparently as little in te re st in New York aa 
New York evinced in him, and although he 
nodded fa m iliarly to several of the ^delegates. 
he e Dent no tim e w ith them. 


D uring me early portion of Governor 
Alt geld’s address the hum of conversation 
in the galleries and am ong the delegates 
w as so loud th at not much of w hat he 
said was audible, except to those close to 
him. The nam e of Mark Hanna, uttered 
in accents which did not imply approval, 
was the first thing the crowd a t largo 
taught, and although not m any knew 
just what the missile had been, or whether 
it had hit the m ark, there was a howl of 
delight. 
His prognostications of Democratic success 
next fall w ere the signal fur another vik-hI 
spasm, and when he declared that if tile Demo­ 
crats of the country had not sufficient conf! 
donee in their debates to en tru st the cause of 
Democracy to them , they would not have sent 
them here to nom inate a candidate for the 
presidency. 
This com ing from a man of Mr. Altgeld'* 
known attitu d e upon the silver question was 
taken by the 16 to I advocates as a direct 
championship of their cause and they w ere on 
their feet in an instant, shouting and waving 
hats and handkerchiefs w ith the greatest en­ 
thusiasm . So loud was the cheering th a t the 
speaker was compelled to suspend his re 
m arks until the uproar had subsided. It came 
again in a m inute, however, when he declared 
th at any modification of the Chicago platform 
Would place the Dem ocratic party in a ridicu­ 
lous position before the American 
people 
Again his voice was drowned for a few m in­ 
utes, while the advocates of 16 to I voiced their 
approval in cheers audible beyond the walls. 
The anti-16 to I jieople took their innings in 
another m inute w hen he spoke favorably of 
the ratio of 16 to I and there w ere loud erie® 
of *no, no.” 
The speaker unw ittingly touched off a min* 
by using the expression in discussing th e a tti­ 
tude of certain Dem ocrats tow ard th® silver 
question, “now, m y friend H ill.” T hat was aa 
far as he got, for several m inutes. The nam* 
of Hill again sta rted th e uproar th a t had 
m arked the first session of the convention. 
From all sides of the hall, and particularly 
the southern delegate®, loud cries of “ Hill,” 
“Hill,” m ingled w ith th® calls for th e New 
Yorker, cam e hisses in plenty, and despit® the 
vigorous use of th e gavel, all sem blance of 
order was lost and nothing could be heard sav* 
the calls of “ H ill” and the disapproving hisses- 
The band in the gallery struck up a lively air, 
but as soon as it subsided the uproar was a* 
great as ever, the California delegation being 
prom inent in calling for Senator Hill. I t wa* 
not possible for G overnor A ltgeld to continue 
im m ediately, and as the com m ittee on rule* 
declared itself ready to report, G overnor Aifc- 
geld discontinued his address and left th* 
platform.- 
The report of the com m ittee on creden" 
tials seating Murk Cohn and P. E. Mc 
Cabo in the New York delegation, the 
Clark delegation in Montana, and giving 
one half a vote to each delegation In O kla­ 
homa was read, and a m inority report 
dissenting from the decision in the O kla­ 
homa case presented. 
There was some 
objection made by M urray Vander from 
M aryland to the com m ittee taking no ac­ 
tion in the D istrict of Columbia case. 
The chairm an of the committee, Mr. Cam-, 
pail, answered th at there was no cause to 
act in the D istrict of Columbia because it 
was settled by the national committee. 
A fter some desultory debate the chair put 
the motion to adopt the com m ittee’s re- 
fiort. 
Mr. V ander asked th at he be a1- 
owed to present his views and was given 
the platform. 
“Take the platform ,” was shouted from th® 
audience. '‘C ut it short, m y friends,” shouted 
another delegate, as Mr. V andiver (not Vande- 
ver) ascended the platform . 
A fter a brief speech in support of his con­ 
tention th a t the credentials com m ittee had not 
dealt fairly w ith the D istrict of Colum bia con 
test, Mr. V andiver moved to recom m it that 
p art of the report of the com m ittee. 
The mo­ 
tion was lost am id a storm of “noes.” The re­ 
port of the com m ittee was then adopted as pre­ 
sented, w ithout fu rth e r debate. 
Chairm an Thomas then called for the report 
of the com m ittee on perm anent organization 
W hen it was announced th a t Hon. J. D. Rich 
ardson, of Tennessee, had been selected as per­ 
m anent chairm an cheers sw ept over the great 
audience 
Chairm an Thomas, after the adoption of the 
report w ithout debate, appointed a com m ittee, 
consisting of form er G overnor McGreary, of 
K entucky, Daniel Cam pau, of Michigan, and 
Mayor Phelan, or San Francisco, to escort the 
perm anent chairm an to the platform . 
Owing to th e densely packed condition of 
the aisles it required some little tim e for 
Messrs. Campau, M cCreary and Phelan to" get 
close enough to Mr. Richardson to escort him 
to the platform . The four men, m arching in 
single file, the colum n headed by G overnor 
McCreary, ploughed their way to the side of 
Chairm an Thomas. G overnor M cCreary ad 
vanced to the fro n t of the platform and sa id : 
Gentlemen of the convention, it gives 
me great pleasure to introduce to you the 
S 
irm anent olmirman of this convention, 
on. Jam es D. Richardson, of Tennes­ 
see.” 
Mr. Richardson repeatedly bowed his 
acknowledgements of 
the cheers th at 
swept in wave after wave through the 
hall. He later made his speech. 
The first token of approval given to his 
address was th at wnicn greeted his first 
m ention of lrt to I. The applause, how­ 
ever. was rath er feeble and scattering. 
Much more energetic was the shout th at 
followed the declaration th at the coming 
campaign wrs to be a trial of the republic 
against the empire. 
Th® hall had become vary quiet by this tim e 
and the address of Chain*.*n Richardson was 
liven a much b etter hearing than any th a t 
tad preceded it. His arraignm ent of th® fail­ 
ure of the Republican party Ie establish bi­ 


l l i e Lone S tar sta te h ad th e advantage 
a t the outset, for the New York standard 
had been graspi-d by one of the sm all m en 
of the delegation. This was quickly rem ­ 
edied when the Tam m any men saw them ­ 
selves in second place. 
Ih e pole bearing 
the name of the state was grabbed from 
the sm all New Yorker, he was bum ped 
down into his chair, and Mr. K ellar, in­ 
dorsed by New York for vice president, 
sieged it. 
Mr. Kellar put Texas in second 
place In a flash, and try as desperately aa 
ne m ight, the Texan could not place tho 
name of his state w ithin one foot of th a t 
of New York. 
W ild with excitem ent, 
the Texans grasped their man, raised him 
on their shoulders, and New York was 
down again, but as before, it went dow n 
only to rise higher. 
Richard broker, 
Grady, Carroll and a half dozen abhors of 
the delegation eamo to Mr. X ellar’s as­ 
sistance, and the emblem of the Em pire 
state went up again nearer the ceiling by 
a foot than the Texan had been able to 
reach. 
While this strife was going on betw een th e 
tw o states the frenzy had taken hold of th e 
other delegations, and from all parts of th e 
hall men came plunging through the throng, 
carrying their state emblems. 
They became 
densely packed in front of the speaker’s desk, 
and yelling and cheering they strove to raise 
the nam e of their state level w ith th a t of New 
York. The effort was useless, however, and, 
held firm by the Tam m any men, New York 
kept its place. The G eorgia men. w rought up 
by their failure to equal New York, m ade a 
rash for the speaker’s stand. 
They w ent 
through the crow d w ith a force th a t no oppo­ 
sition before them could prevent, and pushing, 
shoving, clawing and cheering they hoisted 
their man upon th e platform and lifted him 
upon a chair. The effort was auoeeesful, aud 
New York was eclipsed once more. K ellar la 
no small small m an to hold aloft in a crow d of 
struggling, pushing men, and th e Tammany 
crowd was nearly ready to drop. 
The delegates who did not join In tho 
m arch lent most efficient aid in increas­ 
ing the uproar. 
They could contribute 
nothing but their voices, and their hats, 
and their handkerchiefs. Th# band did 
its share. 
A fter the excitement had continued tov 
about 15 lniuutcs C hairm an Richardson 
attem pted to bring order out of the chaos 
th at ruled upon the door. Now aud then 
the patter of his gavel could be heard, and 
every tim e the sound reached the ears of 
a delegate he shrieked the louder. Tim e 
after tim e the chairm an attem pted to re­ 
store quiet, but he was utterly lost and 
overwhelmed with his effort. 
Precisely ~o m inutes after C hairm an 
Richardson had m entioned the nam e of 
Bryan, wnich had caused a scene of such 
wonderful entnusiasm , he began to rap 
for ort! r. but the delegates were not yet 
ready to vield the floor even to the chair­ 
m an of the convention. The band in tho 
ga lery started a pat riotic air. and despite 
the continuous efforts of Chairm an Rich­ 
ardson to restore order, the dem onstra­ 
tion continued about nine and a half m in­ 
utes longer, its total length being about 
2 
m inutes. 
Order then was sufficiently restored to en­ 
able the chairm an to recognize Delegate Judge 
Johnson, of Ka nsas, who made a motion that 
the convention adjourn until 10:60 a. rn. to­ 
day. About 10:34 the chairm an declared th# 
convention adjourned.

proceedings 
were 
instituted 
against President 
Andrew Johnson, in 1868, be stood in the line of presidential succession in 
the event of the senate finding Johnson guilty. 
Less than the constitu­ 
tional two-thirds majority of the senate voted to convict and the votes of 
three senators stood between Benjamin F. WTade and his elevation to the 
presidency. 
It is casting no reflection upon the distinguished dead to say 
that he was disappointed over the result of the senate’s deliberations. 
During his long career In the senate Mr. Wade played a conspicuous 
part in all the great topics of senatorial debate and action, and he was the 
recognized leader of the Republican party, with which he naturally affiliated 
upon Its organization. 
As chairman of the committee on the conduct of the 
war he rendered invaluable service. 
In person Mr. Wade was six feet In height, very finely proportioned and 
of great physical power. 
An original thinker, bluff, hearty and plain 


spoken, he, withal, under this rough exterior, carried a tender heart, as Is 
illustrated by his once discovering a poor man, a neighbor, entering his 
corn-crlb and carrying off his corn, when he quietly moved out of sigh;. 
so he should not pain bim with the knowledge that he saw him, no doubt 
reasoning in this way: “Poor devil, he has a hard enough time any way, 
and I don’t care lf he does now and then help himself to my abundance.” 


GEORGE ELLIS PUGH OF HAMILTON COUNTY. 


The first United States senator from Ohio, born on Ohio soil, wat 
George Ellis Pugh, who was born In Cincinnati on the 28th of November 
1822, and died in the same city on the 19th of July, 1876, in the very prim! 
of vigorous manhood. 
He was a Democrat and one of the most distill 
guished and able leaders of the party in the state during his lifetime. 
Polished, urbane, eloquent and forceful in argument, he was the natu^a 
leader of men and a brilliant advocate of whatever cause he espoused. 
Wit! 
him came the newer generation into the senate from the great centra 
state of the Union, some of whom have made a lasting impression on fbi 
history of the closing half of a momentous century. 
He was a lawyer by profession and of the most thorough training, we 
educated, wonderfully endowed, open arfti frank, and courageous in all c f -ii 
convictions. 
Both in military and civil life he acquitted himself becoming!: 
At the outbreak of the Mexican war, in 1846, Mr. Pugh enlisted in t.i 
Fourth regiment of Ohio volunteers and commanded one of the compaa! 
constituting that organization, participating in the active campaigning whit 
fell to its lot. 
During a part of his militay service he was on the staff c 
Major General Joseph Lane, and received high compliments for his daring 
and gallantry in action. 
In 1848 he was elected to the Ohio house of representatives and re-elected 
In 1849. On the 4th of March, 1854, he was elected United States senate 
over Ephraim R. Eckley for the term beginning March 4, 1855, and endiu; 
March 4, 1861, and served out the full constitutional term of six years. 
In the senate he displayed great pow,er and ability in the discussion <y 
the perplexing questions growing out of the slavery question, and tlif 
organization of the territories of Nebraska and Kansas. 
He was the frier.: 
and active supporter of Senator Stephen A. Douglas of Illinois, and favored 
the policy of popular sovereignty in reference to the question of slavery it 
the new territories, believing that that question should be settled by the 
votes of the people of the territories themselves. 
In 1860 he was one of the delegates-at-large from Ohio to the nations' 
Democratic convention, which met first at Charleston, S. C., and afterwards 
at Baltimore, Md. 
During the opening session Mr. Pugh delivered a speed 
in answer to William L. Yancy, in which he defined the attitude of th 
northern Democracy in clear and unmistakable terms, setting up that whin 
they were opposed to interference with the institution of slavery in the states 
where it existed, they were unalterably opposed to its extension into any o; 
the free states under any consideration, or into any of the territories with 
out the untrammeled consent of the residents thereof, as ascertained b> 
an appeal to th# ballot box properly safeguarded. 
Mr. Pugh’s speech on the occasion not only attracted the most profound 
attention at the time, but subsequent events demonstrated that he under­ 
stood the attitude of the great bulk of the Democratic voters in the northern 
states. 
During the civil war he advocated the use of every constitutional 
and rightful power by the government to preserve the integrity of the 
Union. 
, 
In 1863 he was the Democratic candidate for lieutenant governor on 
the Democratic ticket with Clement L. Valandigham. 
Accepting the nomina­ 
tion, he declared, as a means of registering his protest, against what he 
regarded as the exercise of arbitrary and unwarranted powers by the mili­ 
tary authorities in states where the civil courts were open and unimpeded. 
W ith Mr. Vallandigham, who headed the ticket, he was defeated by 100,000 
majority at the October election, 1863. 
In his profession he was regarded as being at the head of the bar in 
the state. 
He was not only a great lawyer, but a great advocate, qualities 
which are but seldom united in the same individual. 
In 1851 he was elected 
attorney general over Henry Stanbery, and held the office for two years. 


JOHN SHERMAN OF RICHLAND COUNTY. 


John 
Sherman enjoys the rare distinction of being the only Ohioan 
during the nineteenth century, who was six times elected to the United States 
senate, twice resigning the senatorship, 
and never defeated for the senatorial 
election when his name was presented 
to the legislature. 
His active public life covered al­ 
most half a century, and early in 1899 
he was the only surviving ex-senator 
from Ohio of the 26 who preceded him 
or were his colleagues. 
He was a member of congress dur­ 
ing nearly four terms, six times United 
States senator and twice a member of 
the cabinet, distinguished 
and con­ 
spicuous in all of these positions, and 
if there was ever a man who was en­ 
titled to feel that he deserved the pres­ 
idency that man was John Sherman. 
Four times he was a candidate be­ 
fore the Republican national convec­ 
tion for the presidential nomination, 
only to meet with humiliating defeat. 
How and why he was defeated he has 
told Sc an interesting work covering the .political history of his times, the

“lu that soiemii d ay ,” Dr. Bigelow 
continu ed , “mat comes to men and na­ 
tions and when that d estiny shall hav e 
fu lly appeared u s we are now shaping 
it, may we not hav e to point for ju stifi­ 
cation to tiie altars raised on the sou ls 
of ou r fellow men.” 
The u nu su al spectacle was then p re­ 
sented of a minister being cheered .

Preced ing the recitation of the poem 
the au thor mad e a short speech, in 
which he charged that Roosev elt was 
wearing the plu me which belonged to 
the Nmtn ami Tenth (colored ) regi­ 
ments, cau sed a d emonstration whijh 
threatened to d elay the proceed ings of 
the conv ention.

The motorman was powerless to check 
its speed. A gulch 120 feet yawned be­ 
low. Only a slight rail of wood ran 
along the edge of the precipice. 
This was shattered like a reed. Fran­ 
tic screams filled the air as the panic­ 
stricken passengers were borne to cer­ 
tain death. 
Half way down the side of the gulch 
projecting rocks stopped the car for a 
moment. Such was the force of the 
impact that its timbers were wrenched 
apart and those inside were crashed 
into a mass of flesh and blood. When 
the car struck the bottom of the gulch 
only those in the center of the car were 
alive. 
Many pedestrians had witnessed the 
disaster and rushed to telephones. Soon 
dozens of physicians were ou the scene.- 
Policemen and firemen removed the 
wreckage as fast as possible and carried 
the injured to temporary hospitals in 
nearby residences. 
The dead were 
placed on the bluff until removed by 
friends. 
The bodies of the dead were shock­ 
ingly mangled. Most of the injured 
were almost beyond recognition because 
of frightful cuts about the head and 
body from which the blood run in 
streams.

RULES FOR VISITORS. 


Section I. Visitors are reminded that these grounds are sacredly de* 
voted to the interment of the dead, and a strict observance of all that la 
proper, in a place so dedicated, will be required of all who visit It. 


2. \ isitors will be admitted to the cemetery at all times during week 
days. On Sundays no one will be admitted except lot owners or those hav* 
ing a special ticket. 
Tickets can be procured at office of the secretary In 
I irst National bank, or the residence of the superintendent at cemetery. 


3. Every person driving in the cemetery shall be responsible for any 
damage done by him or by the animals in his charge. 


4. No vehicle will be allowed to pass through the grounds at a rate ex* 
ceeding six miles an hour, and no one is permitted to drive on any of th* 
walks. No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. Drivers must 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services. Carriages 
will not be permitted to turn on any avenue. 


5. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild or 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within the en­ 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or in any way injuring any 
ornament, tree or structure in or belonging to the cemetery. 


6. Persons with refreshments will not be admitted to the cemetery, sag 
all baga or baskets must be left at the entrance. Children will not be ad­ 
mitted to the cemetery unless in the care of adults. 


7. Dogs will not be permitted in the cemetery. 


8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required for Immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of Iota oa 
Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with­ 
in the grounds except at military funerals. 


IO. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of the 
General Assembly of the State of Ohio with full police power to arrest 
without warrant and take before a Justice of the Peace any offender la 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this duty. They 
will expel from the cemetery any person disturbing Its sancity by noisy, 
boisterous or other improper conduct, or who shall violate any of the fore­ 
going rules, and will subject the offender to due punishment.

A s delegation after delegation rose 
in their seats and the chairm an’s gavell fell, 
Mr Hill was compelled to rise and lx>w. This 
was tile signal for pandemonium and nothing 
seem ed to la- able to stop the to rre n t of ap 
plans**. 
A few hisses were m et w ith volleys 
of cheers and, dually a part of New York’ 
delegati >n arose- and joined the applauding 
h o sts. Croker, Mu :>hy, Van Wyck and the 
Tam m any del* gallon left their scuta, not join 
ing in it. 
F or alxmt ten m inutes the applause and dis 
o rd er continued, the steady rap of the gavel 
having no effeet. Each tim e a new state stand 
ard was pulled up and waved the applause be 
gan anew. A fter his first bow to the audience 
Hill kept his scat, but he could not disguise the 
gratification th a t he felt at the reception ac 
Corded him. Friends urged him to take the 
platform , but he kept shaking his head nega 
tively. On the platform the chairm an and the 
sergeant-at-arm s tried in vain to gut order. 
Finally Hilt arose. 
Then the delegates and 
the crowd howled themselves hoarse. 
“Hill, 
"platform ,” they screamed. "M r. C hairm an," 
he ejaculated, but his voice was drow ned in 
the fierce outburst of applause. 
“ Mr. Chair 
m an,” he tried again to say, and then,drowned 
out again, sunk laughing in his seat 
W hen, after about 15 m inutes, order was re­ 
stored, G overnor 
Thomas adm inistered a 
stern w arning to the assemblage, stating that 
th e convention was here to do business, and 
th a t if the spectators interrupted the w ork by 
unseem ly disorder the officers of the conven 
tion would be directed to clear the galleries. 
The call of states began, for nam ing thv 
m em bers of the various com m ittees. 
T hu 
was a tedious work, covering all th e caucus se] 
lections of the several states and territories. 
W hen the nam e of C arter H arrison was called 
as the Illinois member of one of the com m it­ 
tees, it brought out a round of cheers and calla 
for Harrison, which, for a m om ent, threatened 
to be a repetition of the Hill dem onstration. 
The names of Governor Overm eyer, Senator 
B lackburn, George Fred W illiams, W. J. Stone 
also received cheers. W hen ^Augustus Van 
W yck was announced as the New York mem ­ 
ber of the platform com m ittee th ere was a 
storm of m ingled hisses and cheers, and an­ 
other dem and for Hill. Delegates G rady and 
Malloy, of New York, led in the applause for 
Mr. YTan W yck’s name. It took a vigorous 
play w ith the gavel to restore order and allow 
the call to proc****!. 
A fter the nam e of the last com m itteem an 
had been given Chairm an Thomas announced 
th at a motion had been m ade extending the 
thanks of the convention to the lady who had 
sung the ‘‘Star Spangled B anner.” It was 
carried. 
A delegate from Ohio secured the attention 
of the chairm an by some violent gesticula 
tions and then, m ounting on his chair as he 
was recognized, moved th at an invitation be 
extended to Mr. Bryan to visit th e conven 
tion. 
There was applause liefore the chairm an had 
tim e to hear a second to the motion. 
While the cheering over the B ryan motion 
was at it* height, the booming of a brass band 
was heard at the south entrance, and down 
the aisle ai front of the chairm an'^ desk, came 
the band, which cam e here w ith Clark, of Mon 
tan s 
And behind it in colum n of twos, or as nearly 
as they oould keep th a t form ation, the Jack 
aonian club of Nebraska. The band was play 
ing ' Dixie” and the old air received the yell of 
delight which greets it always, The members 
of the Jacksonian club had w ith them a hu ge 
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and rounded acutances of the great state paper 
rolled through the hall, the cheering and en 
thusicam i acres Mfd* and when Mr. Hampton 
had concluded th, trem endous applause fairly 
shook th# bul d in g . When he had finished read 
ing the D eclaration of Independence and the 
a p p la u se had ceased Miss Futtoni, of New York 
was introduce*! and sang the “ S tar Spangled 
B anner” th e aud!citee standing and applaud­ 
ing after each verse. It was an innovation in 
a national convention. 
Then a* she finished 
the last strain the band took up “A m erica” 
and led by Mins Fulton!, the groat mass of 
KLIMO nennle broke inn* the stirrin g words 


■umber of ladies, and aa chere w ere no seate 
for them a dense throng was soon packed in 
front of the chairm an’s desk. 
It was impossible for Chairm an Thom as to 
bear a w* rd uttered some distance from his 
leak, but some delegate near him m ade a m o­ 
tion to adjourn until 4 o’clock, w hich was at 
mea put and carried, am id confusion so great 
that not one delegate in 20 knew to w hat hour 
the adjournm ent had been taken.

It was his first appear­ 
ance upon the floor, and although the recipient 
of no applause, he was cordially greeted by 
m any of the delegates a t he passed them. 
W hen be reached the Iowa delegation, seated 
directly in the rear of New York, Cato Bella 
rose to shake hands w ith him, and instantly 
there was ti group around the tall New York­ 
er, all shaking hands w ith him and patting 
him on the shoulder.

Payne, who started with 40 votes in a convention of 102 and ended with 34 
in one of 85. 
The Whig vote on the first ballot was 46, or two more than 
the vote by which Wade was finally elected. 
There was an average of eight 
blank votes during the balloting opposed to Wade or any W hig candidate 
which on numerous occasions would have elected Payne had they been cast 
for him. 
Mr. Wade was re-elected on the 28th of February. 1856. and again on the 
22d of February, 1862, Senator Wade being the second senator from Ohio 
to secure a third election. 
During his last term in the senate Mr. Wade was 
chosen president pro tempore of that body, and upon the death of Pres­ 
ident Lincoln in 1865 became acting vice president of the United States

Andrew Johnson, in 1868, he stood in the line of presidential succession in 
the event of the senate finding Johnson guilty. 
Less than the constitu­ 
tional two-thirds majority of the senate voted to convict, and the votes of 
three senators stcod between Benjamin F. Wade and his elevation to the 
presidency. 
It is casting no reflection upon the distinguished dead to say 
that he was disappointed over the result of the senate’s deliberations. 
During his long career in che senate Mr. Wade played a conspicuous 
part in all the great topics of senatorial debate and action, and he was the 
recognized leader of the Republican party, with which he naturally affiliated 
upon its organization. 
As chairman of tne committee on the conduct of the 
war he rendered invaluable service. 
In person Mr. Wade was six feet in height, very finely proportioned and 
of great physical power.

tt v,eB Kril in Feeding Hills Parish. Mass., Oct. 27, 1800. 
Died in Jefferson 
Ashtabula county. O., March 2, 1878. 
He was a state senator, a United S u u , 
senator, president 
pro 
tem. of that 
wuueu ouues 
body and ex officio vice president of the 
United States, with only the judgment 
of the high court of impeachment 
standing between him and the presi­ 
dency in 1868, with that decision hang­ 
ing tremblingly in the balance. 
Wade's parents were in miserable 
circumstances, 
and his 
opportunities 
for securing any sort of an education 
were of the most limited character. For 
some years he supported himself by 
doing farm work in the neighborhood 
of his home, and then performed com­ 
mon labor on the Erie canal, because 
It brought him greater remuneration. At 
the beginning of the year 1821 he re­ 
moved to Northeastern Ohio, because 
opportunities 
for 
advancement were 
greater there than in the Ea&t. 
While engaged in tha hardest of 
manual labor during the day, he spent 
bis nights and holidays reading and 
studying the books which he was able 
to purchase with 
his scanty earn­ 
ings. When he came to m an ’s estate he 
bad not only secured 
for ht-nself a 
thoroughly practical education, but was well versed in history, science, phil 
©sophy and literature. 
He was able to appropriate for his own use the be. 
oughts and the highest ideals of past generations, without the interven 
lion of schools, tutors and professors.

years later he began reading law, finishing his studies wit: 
Joshua R. Giddings, with whom he entered into partnership in 1828, upo 
bis admission to the bar. 
Nominally Mr. Wade was a W hig in politics, bu 
bis adhesion to that party was rather perfunctory than otherwise. 
I n te n t 
in his opposition to slavery, he imbibed all the principles of the Abo!; 
uonisti, and was an aggressive evangel of the liberation of the black ra<» 
ou American soil, and never paltered with any form of compromise. 
W ao 
and Giddings were not only partners in the practice of the law, but in 
Po nits as well, and in the dissemination of the gospel of anti-slavery, 
Aside from some unim portant local positions, Wade entered political 
and official life as a state senator, having been sent to that body in 1837 
to represent Ashtabula and Geauga counties in the Thirty-sixth genera! 
assembly, serving in the same capacity in the Thirty-seventh. 
In 1842 he 
again elected to the senate of the Forty-first general assembly, repre­ 
s s i n g Ashtabula and Lake counties. 
In 1851 he was elected to the United States senate over Henry B. Payne 
uyahoga county, after the most exciting senatorial contest during the 
u,fury.

A gulch 120 feet yawned be­ 
low. 
Only a slight rail of wood ran 
along the edge of the precipice. 
This was shattered like a reed. F ran­ 
tic screams filled the air as the panic­ 
stricken passengers were borne to cer­ 
tain death. 
Half way down th© side of the gnlch 
projecting rocks stopped the car for a 
moment. 
Such was the force of the 
impact that its timbers were wrenched 
apart and those inside were crushed 
into a mass of flesh and blood. 
When 
the car struck the bottom of the gulch 
only those in the center of the car were 
alive. 
Many pedestrians had witnessed the 
disaster aud rushed to telephones. Soon 
dozens of physicians were ou the scene. 
Policemen aud firemen removed the 
wreckage as fast as possible and carried 
the injured to temporary hospitals in 
nearby residences. 
The dead were 
placed on the bluff until removed by 
friends. 
The bodies of the dead were shock­ 
ingly mangled. 
Most of the injured 
were almost beyond recognition because 
of frightful cuts about tho head and 
Lh s ly from w h ic h the blood ran in 
streams.
